Physicians who furnish whisky to their 
patients as medicine hereafter must be 
provided with licenses as retail liquor 
dealers, according to a recent decision of 
John W. Yerkes, Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue. The furnishing of whisky 
in compound with other medicinal ingre- 
dients is not covered by the rule. 

Mr. Yerkes also ruled that cases of 
whisky must be numbered consecutively 
as they are issued from the bonded ware- 
houses. The Commissioner also decided 
that alcoholic fruit compounds known as 
fruit juices and used for blending are sub- 
ject to special tax. Fortified sweet wines 
may not be used in compounding fruit 
juices, as the brandy in the wines is not 
1 taxed.

No Settlement Reached in the Que*> 
tions Pending. 



It Declared the Office of Cecretary 
Vacant. 



Panama. July 16. — No settlement has 
been reached of the questions pending 
between the republic of Panama and 
the authorities of the canal zone. The 
Panama government is firm in the be- 
lief that the only correct interpretation 
of the canal treaty is that until the 
canal shall be constructed all parts 
of the isthmus are under the direct 
jurisdiction of Panama. The fact that 
the relations between the Panama gov- 
ernment and Maj. Gen. Davis, govern- 
or of the canal zone, are very cordial 
leads the people of the republic to 
hope that the questions at issue will 
be satisfactorily settled. 

One of the results of the situation 
arising out of the decree issued by 
Gov. Davis establishing a custom 
house in the canal zone and the order 
compelling all steamers departing 
from La Boca to secure clearance pa- 
pers from the United States authori- 
ties is the union of all political par- 
ties toward a common end. The last 
act* of the assembly before adjourning 
Friday was to unanimously approve a 
proposition that all the congressmen 
should go to President Amador and 
offer their services in aiding the gov- 
ernment to defend the rights of the 
nation. The president was deeply 
moved by this act, which proved that 
all political parties are with the gov- 
ernment in its attitude. In addressing 
the congressmen, he said he had abso- 
lute faith in the government of the 
United States, whose generous and no- 
ble, conduct towards the South Ameri- 
can republics left no doubt that the 
canal treaty would be correctly in- 
terpreted. 

Washington, July 16.— Osceolo Kyle, 
of Alabama, Friday took the oath of 
office as judge in the canal zone In 
Panama and will sail from New York 
next week. There will be five judicial 
districts with a judge in each.

St. Louis, July 13. — By & vote of S 
to 5, the board of lady managers of 
iue Louisiana Purchase exposition, 
which convened Thursday in the wom- 
en’s building, declared the office of 
secretary vacant. Miss Lavinia Egan, 
of Louisiana, who was ousted from 
office by this action, and who is also 
a member of the board, protested 
against declaring tier office vacant 
and asked the reason for the action 
be submitted in writing. The board 
of lady managers elected Miss Lou 
Carter, of Jefferson City, Mo., tem- 
porary secretary.

Port Arthur. 



The Remains Will Be Buried in Pre- 
toria — Boers Will Wear Mourn- 
ing Until After the Funeral — 
British Comments. 



Were Attacked With Bayonets by Rus- 
sians — Japs Retreated in Wildest 
Disorder, Chinese Estimating 
Their Loss at 22,000.

Clarens, Switzerland, July 15. — With 
lis last conscious breath chanting the 
Boer national hymn, which had pre- 
ceded the rattle of musketry in the 
kopjes of South Africa and had echoed 
as the dead Boers were lowered into 
the grave when struck down by Eng- 
lish bullets, “Oom” Paul Kruger, who 
will figure in history as one of its 
most unique characters, passed to 
painless oblivion and then his heart 
beats came slower and slower until 
finally the vital forces were exhausted 
and his soul sped from its earthly con- 
fine. “ ’Tis God’s command that here 
we stand and aye defend our native 
land.” The sentiment of that song, 
coming from the feeble lips, stopped 
but the sentiment will go on as w r ill 
the soul of “Oom” Paul down to the 
end of eternity. 

* The end cam^ at 3 o’clock Thursday 
morning. Mr. Kruger loist conscious- 
ness Monday. His daughter and son- 
in-law were with him at the time of 
his death. He had been out only once 
since his arrival here, at the begin- 
ning of last month. The ex-president’s 
body was embalmed, and Thursday 
afternoon the remains were placed in 
a vault pending funeral arrangements. 
Application will be made to the Brit- 
ish government for authority to trans- 
port the remains to the Transvaal. In 
the meantime they will be temporarily 
interred here. 

Pretoria, Transvaal, July 15. — Gen. 
Louis Botha, the former commander- 
in-chief of the Boer forces, Thursday 
received a cable message announcing 
Mr. Kruger’s death. The announce- 



London, July 16. — The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Morning Post, ca- 
bling under date of July 15, says: 
“A naval engagement took place to 
day off Port Arthur.” 

St. Petersburg, July 16. — A special 
dispatch from Tatchckino, dated July. 
14, repeats the account of the attempt- 
ed storming of Port Arthur on July 
10 and says that the Russians assum- 
ed the offensive and attacked with the 
bayonet. 

The Japanese retired in the wildest 
disorder. 

The Chinese estimated the Japanese 
losses at 22,000. 

The spirit of the Japanese, the dis- 
patch says, is sinking as the result of 
the Port Arthur defeat. 

Cholera and dysentery are epidemic 
at Feng-Wang-Cheng and there are 
many deaths daily. 

A heavy movement of Japanese ts 
reported east of Hai-Cheng. The Rus- 
sians reconnoitered almost to Kai 
Chou before meeting the Japanese. 
They drew the shrapnel fire of the 
Japanese, but having found them, the 
Russians retired without loss. 

Liao Yang, July 16.— Gen. Samsonoff 
seriously checked the Japanese ad- 
vance in the, direction of Yin Kow July 
11. His Cossacks ambushed the Jap- 
anese column and put 1,000 out of ac- 
tion. The Japanese attempted to ad- 
vance to Yin Kow along the coast, but 
they were hindered by the marshy 
country, which also increased their 
difficulties in carrying off their dead 
and wounded during the retreat. 

The Russians had expected a move- 
ment in this direction and a company, 
of cavalry with two guns lay in am- 
bush in the high grass, catching the 
Japanese in the most difficult part of 
the coast road and shattering their 
advance column. The artillery fire of 
the Russians was splendid and the 
Japanese were unable to make an ef- 
fective reply. They were forced to re- 
treat. The Russian losses were six 
killed and seven wounded.

St. Louis, July 15. — The payment of 
the first $500,000 installment on the 
government loan of $4,000,000 to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. will 
be made by the World’s fair. At a 
meeting of the executive committee 
Thursday evening the drafting of an 
order on the auditor for that sum was 
one of the first matters disposed of. It 
was stated by Secretary Walter B. 
Stevens that together with the pay- 
ments made on June 13 and on the 
respective wipe out about one-fifth of 
the exposition company’s indebtedness 
to the government. 



New York, July 16. — Two highway- 
men In silk hats, white kid gloves and 
evening dress, eandbagged William 
Gaffney, a weau.iy contractor. In Tre- 
mont avenue, the Bronx, and robbed 
him of $140 iu cash, a diamond pin 
and a gold watch and chain. The men 
were driven to a hotel in Tremont ave- 
nue in a stylish carriage by a coach- 
man in livery, and there met. Gaffney. 
They induced Mm to go with them a 
few steps from th* hotel, where they 
robbed him and left him unconscious. 
They were then driven away In their 
carriage, escaping their pursuers from 
tho hotel, who had been aroused by 
Gaffney’s criea. The police have been 
unable to gain any trace of the men.

of regret, especially because the ex- 
president died among foreigners. 

The flags on all the government 
buildings are at half-mast. Mr. Kru- 
ger will be buried beside former presi- 
dents of the Transvaal unless his will 
has provided otherwise. Memorial 
services will be held July 17 in all the 
Dutch churches. 

Gen. Botha has ordered that all the 
Boers shall wear mourning until after 
the funeral, which, it is expected, will 
be attended by representatives of ev- 
ery district of the Transvaal. 

London, July 15. — The announce- 
ment of Mr. Kruger’s death was tho 
main feature of all the afternoon pa- 
pers here. It was accompanied by 
lengthy sketches of his career. All the 
papers devoted editorials to the for- 
mer . president’s demise, refraining 
from anything denunciatory and speak- 
ing generously of his remarkable char- 
acteristics. 

The Westminster Gazette said: 
“Enough time has elapsed between the 
end of our long struggle with Mr. Kru- 
ger and his death to enable us to all 
pay a sincere tribute to his memory. 
His stubborn conservatism and tenac- 
ity to the lost cause was in many re- 
spects heroic.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette remarked: 
“Englishmen can afford to give him 
his due. History will be unable to de- 
ny that he was a great man.” 

The Evening Standard said: “A 

great figure has now passed finally 
from the world’s stage. However bane- 
ful an influence he may have exercised 
on the affairs of South Africa most 
Englishmen will certainly concede that 
his abilities entitled him to the fullest 
measure of respect.” 

Rome, July 15. — All the newspapers 
contain sympathetic references to the 
death of former President Kruger, 
calling him the personification of the 
Boer idea and expressing regret that 
he should die “a man without a coun- 
try.” 

Amsterdam, July 15. — All the news- 
papers of Holland publish long eulo- 
gies of Paul Kruger. The Nieuwe Rot- 
terdamsch Courant says: “We be- 

lieve- as little as he did that a free 
Boer nation has been lost. Kruger ’3 
name will live forever.”

There Is Grave Suspicion That Hi Mel

Disastrous Result of Water Scarcity 
in Dry Region of the 
Southwest. 



Efforts Beins: Made to Settle the 
Difficulty. 



It is Seizing: German and British 
Ships in the Ked Sea. 



The disastrous result of eight years 
of drought in a region that has only a 
limited water supply is the most im- 
pressive lesson contained in Profes- 
sional Paper No. 23, recently published 
by the United States geological survey. 
“Forest Conditions in the Black Hesa 
Forest Reserve, Arizona,” is the title of 
the paper, which was prepared by Mr. 
F. G. Plummer from notes furnished by 
Messrs. Theodore F. Rixon and Arthur 
Dodwell. 

The reserve comprises an area of 2,786 
square miles and includes parts of Yava- 
pai, Coconino, Gila, Navajo, Apache, and 
Graham counties, Arizona. It is an ir- 
regular strip of land running from cen- 
tral Arizona in a general southeasterly 
direction to the New Mexico boundary. 
It follows and lies principally on the 
north slope of the Colorado Gila divide. 
The character of this divide, known as 
Black Mesa, is that of a southward-fac- 
ing escarpment of nearly perpendicular 
rock, 1,500 to 2,000 feet high, which is 
inaccessible, except in a few places, to 
the most daring climber. It is the south 
edge of the great Colorado plateau. The 
topography of the reserve is in general 
rough aind broken, though the southeast- 
ern portion is more rolling, with several 
high plateaus. 

Water is very scarce. Eight years ago 
the reserve was comparatively well wa- 
tered, but successive seasons of drought 
have rendered it exceedingly dry. and 
unless a change for the better occurs 
cattlemen and sheepmen will desert the 
country. Numerous small areas were 
once profitably farmed, but in recent 
years the lack of rainfall has caused a 
marked decline In agriculture. Grazing, 
the main industry of this and adjacent 
regions, has also suffered greatly from 
continued droughts. The only remain- 
ing areas which are used solely for cat- 
tle range are on Blue and Salt rivers and 
Eagle creek. The best growths of wild 
forage grasses are nearly always found 
at some distance from water, and are 
consequently not available for stock 
which are unable to make the trip from 
water to pasture. 

The Verde slope, in the Beavercreek 
watershed, is an example of repeated 
overstocking. This district was former- 
ly a source of great wealth to settlers in 
that vicinity, but the excessive number 
of cattle and horses grazed in it has 
finally resulted in the complete annihila- 
tion of the pasture. Unless stringent 
rules are adopted to regulate the num- 
ber of stock and the areas on which they 
shall be grazed on each permit, this con- 
dition will sooner or later prevail 
throughout the reserve. 

Yellow pine is the principal timber 
tree of the reserve and the only lum- 
ber at present used for manufacturing 
purposes. The drought of the last eight 
years has affected even trees like the 
yellow pine, alligator, juniper, and Ari- 
zona cypress, which, as a rule, stand dry 
weather very well. Hundreds of thou- 
ands of feet of timber will be lost unless 
immediately logged.

Searching For Contraband Goods — The* 
Passing of thc Dardanelles By Rus- 
sian Vessels Causes Comment 
in Berlin and London. 



Chicago, July 15. — The strike which 
has demoralized the packing indus- 
try throughout the country, in which 
over 40,000 butchers and other work- 
ers went out on Tuesday, has not yet 
b' cn settled. 

The hitch in the negotiations is over 
the reinstatement of the strikers. The 
union demands that every man who 
went on strike shall be given his old 
place before an agreement to arbitrate 
will be considered. The packers de- 
clare that they will retain the men 
they have employed since the strike 
and will take back the old men in the 
order in which they file applications 
for their old positions. 

While the peace negotiations were 
in progress Thursday additional prep- 
arations were being made by the pack- 
ers at the yards for a long siege. The 
packers hearing that efforts were be- 
ing made to induce the railroad men 
who are members of unions to refuse 
to handle supplies for the plants 
where the men are on strike, were 
busy all day putting in great stocks of 
coal should the railroads attempt to 
stop their supply. 

Chicago, July 16. — Negotiations for 
peace in the stock yards strike are 
practically at a standstill, and the 
strike will continue until one side op 
the other abates something of the de- 
mands made up to the present time. 

Chicago, July' 18. — There was little 
if any change in the situation of the 
meat, packers’ strike here Sunday. 
With Michael J. Donnelly., the strik- 
ers’ leader, in St. Louis looking after 
that end of the difficulty, there was 
no effort here Sunday to renew the 
peace negotiations which lasted 
through three days last week and 
were terminated Saturday night with- 
out results. Whether another attempt 
to reach an adjustment of the contro- 
versy by arbitration will be made is 
problematic as the packers believing 
they had the better of the argument in 
last week’s conferences, are little in- 
clined to offer any concessions to the 
strikers. One thing is certain, the 
packers say, and that is that they will 
not recede from the position they as- 
sumed in last week’s conferences, and, 
that, the strikers will have to conform 
to the employers’ ultimatum before 
any of the peace plans looking to a 
settlement by arbitration will be suc- 
cessful. To add to the packers’ deter- 
mination to stand firm is the fact that 
they have steadily' increased their 
working force at the plants by the em- 
ployment of outside workmen, until 
Sunday it was said tnat things were 
in almost normal condition at several 
of the plants. 

Under the conditions the packers 
have assumed a more independent at- 
titude and are more determined than 
eve’’ that they and not the strikers 
shall dictate the terms on which the 
controversy shall be arbitrated. As 
fne strikers declare that they conced- 
ed every point possible in last week’s 
negotiations there is little likelihood 
that any of the other conferences, for 
the present at least, would amount to 
much toward a satisfactory settlement 
of the strike. 

The sticking point to the whole 
question of arbitration is the reinstate- 
ment of the strikers. Mr. Donnelly, 
at Saturday’s conference with the 
packers, waived every other demand 
he had made and. agreed to order the 
men back to work, leaving the adjust- 
ment of all differences to arbitration 
if the employers would take back all 
the strikers in a body. This the pack- 
ers refused to do. maintaining that 
tbev had hired many new workmen 
since the strike whom they could not 
discharge. They promised, however, 
to take back the old employes as rap- 
idly as possible, and in the order in 
which their applications were filed. 
The union officials declare that they 
will never accept this proposition, as 
they say it would mean the disruption 
of the union inside of three months. 

To complicate the controversy still 
more the allied craft at the stock 
yards, numbering 14,000 workmen, 
have become restless and are anxious 
to join the men already" out, in a sym- 
pathetic strike. Whether these men 
will go on strike or not will be de- 
cided Monday when Mr. Donnelly re- 
turns from St. Louis. 

These unions, representing 30 .of the 
mechanical trades in the packing 
plants, have decided to quit work if 
Mr. Donnelly says so. 

A small riot occurred Sunday", three 
men being injured, one fatally. 



Aden, July 18 



The North German 
! Lloyd steamer Prinz Henrich, which 
has arrived here from Hamburg, re- 
ports that she was stopped by the Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet steamer Smolensk, 
and compelled to give up 31 sacks of 
letters and 24 sacks and boxes of par- 
cels, all intended for Japan. 

It is reported that the Peninsular 
and Oriental Co.’s steamer Malacca, 
from Antwerp, for Japan, has been 
seized in the Red Sea by the Russian 
volunteers fleet steamer St. Peters- 
burg. 

Loudon, July 18. — A dispatch from 
Aden to the Daily Mail says that the 
captain of the British steamer Wai- 
para reports that the Russian volun- 
teer fleet steamer St. Petersburg sig- 
nalled him to stop by firing across the 
bows of the vessel on July 15 while 
20 miles off Jebel Zugar, in the Red 
sea. The Russians examined the pa- 
pers of the Waipara and, declared they 
would hold the ship as a prize. 

The captain protested and was ta- 
ken on board the St. Petersburg where 
he gave the Russian officers a guaran- 
tee #hat there were neither arms nor 
ammunition on board the Waipara 
destined for Japan. The vessel was 
detained for four hours and was then 
allowed to proceed. 

The captain confirms the report that 
the Penisular and Oriental Co.’s steam- 
er Malacca was seized in the Red sea 
July 16 by the St. Petersburg on the 
ground that she carried arms and am- 
munition of war for the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 

Almost without exception the news- 
papers Monday morning in editorials 
or otherwise comment upon the Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet steamers passing 
the Dardanelles and the government 
*is urged to take action, especially for 
the protection of British commerce in 
the Red sea and neighboring waters. 

The Dally Telegraph, concluding an 
outspoken protest written with traces 
of government inspiration, says: 

‘‘There is a limit to complaisance 
when neutral commerce under the 
British flag is molested in a way to 
which we have been for a century' and 
a half unused.” 

Special dispatches from Berlin echo 
the feeling of irritation that exists in 
Ixmdon. 

The Standard’s Tokio correspond- 
ent, cabling under date of July 17, 
says the Jiji Shimpo in an editorial 
expresses the hope that Great Britain 
will see that Turkey lends Russia no 
assistance by allowing steamers of 
the volunteer fleet to pass the Darda- 
nelles. The Jiji Shimpo declares that 
Great Britain is bound under the terms 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance to pre- 
vent such assistance being given. 

London, July 18. — The morning pa- 
pers have dispatches from correspond- 
ents at Gen. Kuroki’s headquarters 
which bring the situation in the far 
east up to July 16. All of the writers 
agree in saying that the situation is 
unchanged but that the armies always 
are in touch, that the Russians are be- 
ing strongly reinforced and that a 
battle may be expected any day. 



RESERVOIR BURST. 



More Than 300,000,000 Gallons of Wa 
ter Rushed Down the Valley. 



Scottdale, Pa., July 18.— With thc 
;roar of Niagara, the new reservoir of 
jtlie Citizens' Water Co. burst at mid 
night and more than 300,000,000 gal- 
lons of water rushed down the valley', 
sweeping ^11 before it and inundating 
;crops and wrecking buildings in its 
path. It was discovered about 9 
o’clock that the dam was in danger of 
breaking, and messengers were hastily 
:sent through the valley to warn the 
I people of their peril. Hundreds of 
lives were thus saved fer a few hours 
later the whole valley was under wa- 
; ter. 

. The damage to the machinery and 
(reservoir alone will amount to at least 
$50 GOO. When the torrent swept down 
upon the valley buildings were torn 
from their foundations and carried on 
the crest of the great wave like so 
many washtubs. Crops valued at 
thousands of dollars were completely 
wiped . out. Bridges were carried 
away. In the gorge just below the 
,dam trees were torn out by the roots 
and stones weighing tons were over- 
turned by the flood.

Ac- 
cording to these letters Judge Mc- 
Koon, who is 76 years old, met three 
men who had arranged a business ap- 
pointment with him on Friday and 
they took him to a house, the location 
of which was unknown to him, where 
he is kept a prisoner. The letters, he 
wrote, he would throw out of a win- 
dow to a boy who was passing.

UNITED STATES BOUNDARIES 



How They Have Been Affected by 
Treaties with Great Brit- 
ain and Spain. 



A publication that finds a logical place 
In the library of both the historian and 
the geographer is a bulletin (No. 226) 
entitled ‘‘Boundaries of the United 
States and the Several States and Terri- 
tories. with an Outline of the History of 
all Important Changes of Territory,” 
which has just been published by the 
United States geological survey for 
gratuitous distribution. The author is 
Mr. Henry Gannett, who prepared this 
paper in Its first form in 1885. when it 
was published at Bulletin No. 13. A sec- 
ond edition, much enlarged, constituted 
Bulletin No. 171, published in 1900. The 
present work is therefore a third edi- 
tion, and is its own recommendation. 

Besides giving the present boundaries 
of the country and of the several states 
and territories, as defined by treaty, 
charter, or statute, Mr. Gannett presents 
briefly the history of all important 
changes of territory and the laws apper- 
taining to those changes. He shows 
how the boundaries of our country have 
been affected by the provisional treaty 
of the United States with Great Britain 
In 1782, by the treaty with Spain in 1798. 
by the definitive treaty with Great Brit- 
ain in 1783, by the treaty of London in 
1794. by the treaty of Ghent in 1814, by 
the treaty with Great Britain in 1S42. 
and by the Webster-Ashburton treaty 
with Great Britain in 1846. 

The additions of territory that have 
come to the United States and the con- 
sequent changes in boundary lines are 
described. They include the Louisiana 
purchase, the Florida purchase, the 
Texas accession, the Mexican cession, 
the Gadsden purchase, the Alaska pur- 
chaseandthe acquistion of the Hawaiian 
islands. Porto Rico, Guam, the Philip- 
pine islands and Tutuila. 

A historical review is given of the 
changes that have occurred in the pub- 
lic domain. A detailed account is also 
presented of the way in which the pres- 
ent boundary lines of the various states 
and territories have been developed. 
The bulletin, in short, contains in con- 
venient form a great quantity of infor- 
mation that will be useful to the stu- 
dent. teacher, legislator and general 
reader.

Dead. 



Detective Who Defended Himself Was 
Killed By a Policeman. 



New York, July 18.— Very Rev. Ste- 
phen Kealy, provincial of the Passion 
Order of the United States, dropped 
dead Sunday wfiile celebrating mass 
in the St. Michael’s chapel of the mon 
astery of the order at West Hoboken, 
N. J. He was stricken with apoplexv 
and fell on the altar steps, dying im- 
mediately. Father Kealy was born 
in Ireland September 22. 1848, and cel- 
ebrated the silver jubilee of his ordi- 
nation a year ago. He was elected to 
the head of the Passionists August 2, 
1899, and was re-elected two years 
age. 



New York, July 18. — After shooting 
William Gorricy and Alonzo Dorando, 
of Manhattan, during an attack made 
upon him Sunday night by a crowd of 
men at Schurer’s picnic park, at Co- 
rona, L I.. Charles Conran, a detec- 
tive on duty in citizens’ clothes, sought 
refuge under a dancing platform, and 
was there shot and killed by Police- 
man John H. Gerrity. 

Conrans fight with the crowd had 
causeh a call to be sent in for police 
reserves and when they arrived sev- 
eral in the crowd told the officers that 
the man who did the shooting was un- 
der the platform. Nothing was said 
about Conran being a detective nor of 
his having shot in self-defense. Ger- 
rity crawied under the platform and 
ordered Conran to come out. Receiv- 
ing no answer he fired and Conran 
was instantly killed. Gorricy and Do- 
rando, who were shot during the at- 
tack, were from this city. Neither 
wa? dangerously wounded.

This is from the New York Globe, a 
Republican newspaper of unquestioned 
party loyalty: 

“Narrow and short-sighted Republican 
partisans will doubtless seek to make it 
appear that Judge Parker’s telegram and 
the answer of the St. Louis convention 
thereto' alter nothing — that the platform 
which on Saturday the country regarded 
with such deep disgust still stands as 
originally written.

“Judge Parker has done a service not 
only to his party, but to the nation. The 
incident shows that honesty in politics 
still pays; that directness is superior to 
craft; that adherence to principle is better 
than tricking subterfuge and shuffling 
compromise. By a single act revealing 
that kind of courage which in a crisis is 
the truest political wisdom, Judge Parker 
dispersed the mists of indefiniteness which 
have surrounded him and removed [the 
imputation to his repute.”

STREAM MEASUREMENTS. 



A LITTLE 
DECEPTION 



Phenomena of “Pulsation of Moving 
Water” Interferes Greatly 
with Accuracy. 



Women and Men From the Clutchet 
of the Doctor, Undertaker and 
Grave Digger* 



Since 1902, when the United States 
geological survey published water- 
supply and irrigation paper, No. 64, 
entitled ‘‘The Accuracy of Stream 
Measurements,” considerable addi- 
tional data has been collected in re- 
gard to this subject. Among these 
are the results of investigations made 
by Mr. Edward C. Murphy in the hy- 
draulic laboratory of Cornell univer- 
sity, concerning the flow of small and 
moderate sized streams and the re- 
sults of high-water measurements made 
by him near Oswego, and at Bingham- 
ton. This paper also contains a report 
on a series of vertical velocity measure- 
ments made under ice on streams in 
the Catskill mountains, which are of spe- 
cial interest, as they are the most ex- 
tensive series of measurements of this 
kind which have been made. 

The accuracy of the measurement 
of a stream depends largely upon the 
accuracy with which the cross-sec- 
tional area and the velocity are meas- 
ured. There is no special difficulty in 
measuring the first factor, but the sec- 
ond factor is very difficult to deter- 
mine, chiefly because it is constantly 
changing. The velocity varies not 
only from the surface to the bottom 
of the stream, and from one bank to 
the other, so that it is necessary to 
measure it at many points, but is con- 
stantly changing at every point, even 
when the cross-sectional area and the 
discharge remain constant. 

Several experimenters have observed 
the phenomenon of “pulsation of mov- 
ing water,” and a few have tried to 
measure it, but as yet little is known 
of the magnitude and frequency of 
the pulsations or of the laws governing 
them. A knowledge of such phenomena 
is evidently of vital importance in mak- 
ing and computing stream measure- 
ments. If only a few observations of 
velocity are made, these may all, or 
nearly all, be made at a time of maxi- 
mum impulse, and thus the measured 
mean velocity be too large; or it is pos- 
sible that most of the observations may 
be made at a time of minimum impulse, 
and thus the mean velocity be too 
small. » 

The investigations made have also 
an important bearing on the kind of 
instruments best suited to measure 
the velocity, as some — the float rod, 
for example — give the velocity of a 
single impulse, while others — as the 
current meter — show the average ve- 
locity due to all the impulses during the 
observation. 

The motion of water in an open chan- 
nel is not, however, simply a succession 
of impulses. On the contrary, it is ex- 
ceedingly complex, and is very different 
from the uniform flow in parallel 
straight lines that is assumed in deriv- 
ing the ordinary hydraulic formulas. Un- 
der close observation the water of the 
most undisturbed streams is seen to 
contain some particles that move up, 
others that move down, and still others 
that move across. 

The accuracy of a discharge measure- 
ment also depends much upon the phys- 
ical features of the stream at the dis- 
charge section or point of measurement. 
Seldom are all the conditions favorable 
for the most accurate work. 

Discharge measurements of streams 
flowing in natural and artificial chan- 
nels have been made with various 
kinds of instruments and in many ways. 
The earlier ones were. made with crude 
instruments, and in some cases the sur- 
face velocity only was observed, the 
mean velocity being computed from a 
formula which we now know is not cor- 
rect. Very little seems to have been 
done in the way of determining the de- 
gree of accuracy of the measurements. 
Even when the experimenter has used 
two or more instruments to measure ve- 
locity, he does not appear to have made 
simultaneous measurements with dif- 
ferent instruments, or to have employed 
different methods with the same instru- 
ments, in order to test the accuracy of 
the results. 

These matters are all discussed in de- 
tail in Mr. Murphy’s paper, which is list- 
ed as Water Supply and Irrigation Pa- 
per No. 95, and may be obtained on ap- 
plication to the director of the United 
States geological survey, Washington, 
D. C.
